3. Claims 11-17, and 20 are allowed. 

As to claims 11 and 16, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious in a method of determining position of a rotationally drivable tool 
wherein the tool position is positioned in the beam path of the measuring beam before it is 
moved. away from the measuring beam and the measuring position is detected for a position of 
the tool in which the measuring beam is not interrupted during at least one revolution of the tool, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 11-17 and 20.
